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DELAWARE JUSTICE.

Two Negroes to be Hung at New
Castle Te-morrow for an Out-
rage on a White Woman,

The Condemned Men and theit Crime
™ — One of Them Merely an Ac-
cessary—An Effort to
Secure a Respite,

The great city, or perhaps more properly
the small town, of New CUaetle is ot present
laboring under somewhat of an excitement,
cansed by the fact that two colored men who
are now In the county Jall under sentence for
the commission of a rape npon a white woman,
will to-morrow pay the penalty of the erime by
the sacrifice of their lives, Thls offense, it may
be remembered, according to the laws of that
triangular plot of ground known as Delsware,
is punishable with death.

Thongh the town s in somewhatl of nn exclted
condition, and though the coming eventls the
gubject of general conversation in all quarters,
the people generally, both white and biack,
appear to take the matter guite eoolly. The
general opinion Is that the parties richly deserve
the punishment, and that protoction to citizens
demands its exeeution. In the majorlly of cases
no more personal interest is manifested thana
desire to see the execution, nud this desire 1s
prompted by mere curlosity.

Appenrnnce of the Prisoners.
The names of the two culprits are Joshua

Jones and Lewis Carpenter. They are both
colored laboring men, and nothing very peculiar
is noticeable about the sppearavce of elther,
Jones is the principal offender, and Is charged
with the nctual commission of the deed, the
other being only an accessary. He is a young-
looking man, rather under the medium height,
with dark color and true negro appearance. Iis
face usually wears a pecnliar grin, and he is deci-
dedly jokish in hisdisposition,even underexisting
circumstances. He has a large mouth and lips,
and speaks with a strong dialect. Lewls Car-
penter, the other eulprit, has more of a yellow
complexion. e has thick bushy hair parted
on both sides and standing up in the middle. He
jgnot as lively as hig companion, and usually
trembles very much when he is spoken to.
The Prison nnd Cells

The place where the prisoners are confined is
the New Castle county jail, in the city of New
Castle. It is a fine brown-stone bullding of
comfortable size, situated just in the rear of the
Court House and public offices. It is well kept
and presents a neat appearance, both externally
and internally. The condémned men are con-
fined in geparate cells, from which all unneces-
sary furniture hos been removed, to prevent
them from having nccess to anything which
could be used for self-destruction. A feather-
bed 1s in one corner of the cell, and in another
o stool and spittoon, which articles together
form the whole outfit. The prisoners wear a
heavy iron bar riveted around their ankles to
prevent them from escaping, but thelr hands are
entirely free. For convenlence In moving
around the cell o string is attached tothe bar, to
be held in the hand of the wearer, by means of
which the welght of the iron is In & great mea-
sure removed from the feet. They pass most

of thelr time in smoking. The two
men are watched constantly through an
iron grating,. They have no work to

do, and are at a lozs for means to pass the time.
Books and tracts have been furnished by the
vigiting clergyman, but they do not appear Lo
have been much cared for by one prisoner,
while the other, Carpenter, is unable to read
them. He is not as bright in his intellect ns his
companion, though since he has been in prison
he has learned his alphabet, snd knows it
almost perfectly. This might seem a poor pre-
paration for the death which almost certainly
awaits him, but it bas been learned only from
want of something better to do, The other in-
mates of this prison are allowed at certain
times to leave their cells. They are employed in
various indastrial pursuits, such as carpet-weay-
ing and earpentering.
How the Urlme was Committed,

Jones and Carpenter were employed as
laborers on the farm of Henry McCrone, in the
neighborhood of New Castle. The injured
woman is named Mary Meredith, and was house-
keeper for Mr. McCrone, Bhe is a white married
woman ond has been the mother of twelve
children. Seven of them are dead, and of the
five remainivg two are now living with Ler.
These are young children, one five years of age,
and the other a six-months’ old baby. Her Lus-
band is o laborer employed on the farm, who
was away from home at the time.

The prisoners, on the night of the 17th of Sep-
tember last, were returning from o visit to o
neighbor or a frolle of some sort, in company
with another colored maun, one William Moore.
They were perfectly sober al the time, and had
not been drinking at all. Jones, being in a
festive humor, proposed that the party shiould
commit some devilment. This was agreed to,
when the visit to the housgkeeper was proposed.
This was about 12 o'clock at night. T'he party,
Moore included, then went to the farm-house,
from which all the other inmates were absent,
and entered the room of Mrs. Meredith, Mrs.
Meredith wus choked until she was Insensible,
apd then the act was perpetrated. The man
Moore hag turned State's evidence and is allowed
Lo go entirely free.

The Trinl,

On the Saturday followlng the commission of
the deed Mrs, Mary Meredith sued Joshua Jones,
whom she recognized as belng in her room by a
pateh on his pantaloons, which was visible in
the moonlight. Jones vigorously protested his
innoeence when accused by the woman before
Mr. McCrone, the owner of the house, and sald
that if he had done such a thing he would go
and chop his head off. How this skilfal opera-
tion was t0 have been performed does notap-
pear. He was arrested along with Carpenter
and Moore by the constable of Wilmington, and
they were all lodged in jail to awalt thelr trial.
On the way to the prison Jones asked the con-
stable when be thought they would hang him.

The constable In reply sald to the prisoner,
“Youn admit, then, that you are gulity?” |
might as well,” he returned, “'the way things

have gene.” He, however, pleaded not guilty at
the trinl. He wna tried atthe Novembor term
ol the New Castle Connty Court, for which trinl
about filty wilnesses had been summoned for
both eldes. The followlng Is the testimony of
Mre. Mary Meredith: —

Lived nt Henry MeCrone's on the 17th of Septom-
ber: was hig housekeeper; Hved with m{ hasband
nnd two children ; mm{ Bireets and his wife, neigh-
bors of ours, were work ::llf ot ‘MoCromes on the 17th
of september; they lefi about 10 o'clock to go homn
there wis none left at the house bat myself and two
small ehildren : Willinm Moore and Lewls Carpenter
wore working there that day; gave them their sup-
per; they went awny abont 7 o'clock; 1 did ap my
work and took my litle boy up to his bod; aftor
Streets  went  away | ok my baby and
went tp stalrd and Iaid down on my hed
with wmy c¢lothes on and put my baby to
sleep: left light burning in  the Kitchen and
ong burning in my room; door was lelt unbolied;
Mr. McCrope had not come home; I Intended arftor
the baby was nsleep to go down and shut the shnt-
ters 1o Mr. MeCrone's room ; belog tieed | fell nsleep ;
was awnkened by some one on my bed: the lamp
was out: refched ont my hand and foand by his head
he was & black man ; I sereamed ; “Low, In the name
of God, is this you 7" I snid, *"John, ls this you 7" put
his hand over my mouth: | sereamed for my hus-
band ; he was at John Morrison's, and il not come
home: 1 ealled for Garey Strects and Mre, MeCroue
my children were both crying) they then loft the
rooin.

Wituess then testified while she was groplog
around two of the men returned, and that she
was selzed by (he throat, choked untll Insensi-
ble, and the outrage perpetrated.  Her evidence
thus continues:—

When Icameto, 1 heard my little boy sersaming
and gaylng, "0, mamms where are you? Are you
dead 1 The bnhy was also soreaming; 1 1ok iy
childten in their night clothes and ol to Gerry
Sireeta’; they were the nearest neighbors ; it wanted
five minutes of 12 o'dlock when I got there; | told
them all about It; stald there nntll morning; 1 Know
by the light of the moon shining In my roons that
Joshus Jones was one of the men ; Kknew him by his
light pants, with a patch on the knee,

Moore, the accomplice, who is allowed to go
free as State's evidence, testified thot aflter leay-
ing the house, in company with Carpenter, they
met Jones and spent the evening with him. On
the proposal being made to commit some devil-
ment, all three ‘returned to the house, entered
and blew out the lights, and then the two prison-
ers only entered Mre, Meredith's room. When
Mrs. Meredith sereamed, witness and Lewls
Carpenter ran; Joshun Jones came after them,
cursing them for running, when he and Carpen-
ter returned to the house, witness refusing to
accompany them. When they came back
Joehua Jones admitted committing the erime.

The man Lewis Carpenter made a written
confession, implieating himeelf and Jones, but
it was not admitted by the court. He now tells
a different story altogether. Ie says that he
did not enter the room at all, but that Jones and
Moore were the offenders.

On the conclusion of the trial, the jury, after
an absence of an hour and a half, returned with
a verdict of gullty. They were sentenced on the
3d of December last.

The following i& the sentence of Jones, the
principal enlprit:—

And now to witness on this third day of December,
A. D, 1809, 1t 18 therefore considered by the Court
that yon, Joshus Jones, be now taken from the bar of
this court to the public prison of New Castle county,
the place from whence you came; that you be there
safely and securely kept in custody until Friday, the
fourth day of February next; that on that daay,
between the hours of 10 o'clock in the morning and
% o'clock in the afternoon, you be taken to some con-
venient place of private execution within the pre-
cincts of the prison enclosures, and that you be
then and there hanged by the neok until you be
dead, and may God have mercy on your sonl; and
yon are now committed to the custody of the Sherlff
of New Castle county until this sentence of the
Court is carried ioto execution.

The sentence of Carpenter is similar, Though
e Is ouly nn accessory, and proven to be such,
the law of Delaware holds him to the same
penalty. Heis to be hung to-morrow, in com-
pany with the other,

The Womnan,

Mrs. Meredith is a piain, bhard-working
woman, wife of a laboring man, and is nundoubt-
edly virtuous, but she Is rough and uneducated,
nsare many in her situntion of life, which fact will
ncecount for many things which have been noticed
in connection with her conduct. The prisouer
Jones affirms that the thing would never have
happened if she had not, at various times, said
things ealculated to inflame his passions. She
bergelf eaid that ehe would mot have prose-
cuted Jonee if he had not, at & previons time,
struck her on the head with a bueket, and made
her head ache. From this it wonld appear that
the desire for the punishment of the men arose
not €0 much from an abhorense of the crime, or
its consequences to herself, as from revenge.

The Mother.

The mother of Joshun Jones visited him for
the last time yesterday. She Is a resident of
Wilmington, and has lately been married to
another husband. Her present husband accom-
panied her. She did not say much during the
interview, except to reiterate her assertion, often
made before, that it was always her opinien that
that boy would be hung. This, by-the-way,
geems always to have been the opinion of all
who have ever known him. He certalnly does
not have a very good rvecord. His mother left
the cell with her hundkerchief to her eyes, and
appeared to be weeping profusely. But on the
rond home to Wilmington, 1§ was noticed by her
fellow-travellers that she was anything but
deeply affected. Llfe and gayety were her chief
characteristics as far as they could be discovered,
But such is human nature. Like the drawn
bow, the greater the tenslon, the greater the
rebound,

A Reprieve Asked For,

Bome of the citizens of New Caatle, including
the jall pbysician and the visiting clergyman,
are Interesting themselves to procure a respite
for the prisoner Carpenter, though with what
success 1s not yet known. The gronnd for the
request 18 not the fact that the man was not
directly engaged in the offense, for any com-
plicity is punishable by the law, but that he is
not of gound mind. He is undoubtedly not as
bright as his fellow, bul to most persons he
would appear to have enough sense to know
when he was doing wrong. Singularly enough,
this plea was nol set up st any time during the
trial. The Attorney-General of the State has
been urged repeatedly to write a letter o the
Governor in his favor, but he s yet undecided
what to do. Without this aid, very little hope
of a respite 1s entertained. 'rhe Governor is not
a man addicted to this sort of thing. For Jones
there ls no hope, nor are any offorts belng made
in his favor, He will certaloly be hanged to-
morrow,

The Pince of Exovotion.

The jail yard is to be the scene of the sxeon-
tlon, It is a square enclosure, about fifty feet
long by about twenty wide. In this place now
stands the Delaware idol, the whipping-post and
pillory, Here every six months those gentonced
by the court are led forth to be punlshed, the
jall gates being thrown open to admit the public
to the entertainment. Burglars, robbers, and

fome other offenses are punished with the grant
of a eltuation In the pillory for certaln lengtis
of time. In the opinion of the residenta it would
be impossible to live in this region without thess
institutions. [t certainly Is rather hard on the
proprictors of eircuses, minstrel exhibitions,
panoramas, leatures, and the lke. These freo
shows ought certainly to be taxed like any
other.
The ecaffold I8 to be ereoted directly In the
rear of the pillory. Some eight hundred ticketa
of admission have nlrcmu been lesued, and a
few more are yet to follow. The demand for
them hns been very heavy, The Bherlll has
found it impossible to transact any business,
owing to the crowd of applicants. It mightepay
for gome private parties to get up an opposition
banging on their own account and charge ad-
mirsion. A heap of gold would certainly be the
result,

Lewis Onrpenter
was visited in his cell yesterdny. Ho was found
cronched np by the heater in one coruer,
smoking. In reply to Inquiries. he stated that
hie was born in Chandlerville, Pa., but was ralsed
in this neighborhiood. Ile expects to gel a
respite, and eventually a pardon, from the Goy
ernor, and does not look forward to the day of
exccution with any degree of apprehension
Should the worst come, however, he says that he
will be ready for it, though when the idea is
presented to him be invarlably begins to tremble,
The Rev. Mr. Spottswood, o Presbyterion minis
ter of this place, bas been visiting and reading
to him and the other prisoner, but on the day of
execution the Rev. Mr. Spencer, the Eplscopalian
vlergymun, will officiate.

Joshun Jones,
on being visited, was also found smoking in the
corner alongside of the henter, but he received
the visitors most cordinlly. Hoe has béon slightly
unwell for some little time, and the wife of the
Sherlff has been sending him toast and other
delieacies. He made a complaint to the keepoer
during the visit that the toast did not have
epongh butter on it, which fault the keeper pro-
mised should be remedied. This promise was
received with a broad grin by the slightly slek
man,

He grew more sober when the subject of the
execution was mentioned. When asked how he
came to do it, he replied, “Why, sir, it was in
my head, you see, not in my heart. It just came
into my head."

“And did you not know It was wrong "

“Certainly 1 knew it, but you know how It is
when a thing comes into a fellow's head.”

“*You do not expeet Lo get off from the pun-
ishment?"

Y0 no, eir," he returned. ‘I am waiting to
hear them put up the scaffold In the yard. 1
haven't heard them yet. When I hear that I
know I am soon going home."

“Then you expect Lo go homes"

() yes, sir.”

“Don’t expect, to be punished any more?"

40 no, sir, [ am going home."

A copy of a book of seripture texts printed in
large letters was hanging on the wall, and in
reply to a question whether he hiad read them,
he snid:—

() no, don't know who left them here.”

“Can you read?"

Y0 yes, sir, certainly.”

He was then asked how his mother took the
sentence of her son. *‘Is she sorry for you?"

“Yes,” he answered slowly, *‘she is sorry, of
coursge she is sorry, but then she looks at it like
a woman, Bhe often told me I'd be hung. If1
had always followed her advice I wonld not bLe
here."”

“Apd who was that man who came with her
to see you "

1 'spect he's her husband. He used to come
to see her, and she sent me a piece of cake
since I've been here, like wedding cake, 'Spect
it must have been wedding cake. She didn't
like to tell me she had been married again, youn
know."

The Crimo Nothing Unusual,

It is the opinion of most people residents of
the Btate of Delaware, that without the death
penalty being affixed to this crime, it would be
impossible to live here, The crime is so
very common that it has come to be an every
day occurrence. Cuses are cited which have
occurred since this—one where a young lady
walking on the avenue of Wilmington was
thrown down by a colored man, and an outrage
only prevented by a policaman who happened
to be in the neighborhood. Another case hiap-
pened in Middleton, and there are several per-
gons now In juil for the commission of
other deeds of a llke nature. A case was
tried in the same court, directly after that of
these men, where a colored father was charged
with an outrage on his own daughter, This was
discharged from want of evidenece, though the
man was undoubtedly gullty. bBut the very fact ol
these cases having occurred after sentence belug
passed upon these men proves that the heavy
penalty does not affect the ratlo of erime. In the
olden time, in England, when counterfelting,
highway robbery, and the like were punished
with death, the number of those crimes on the
criminal calender was greater than at any other
time. Be that as it may, one thing is evident,
that socleties and Individusls who trouble the
residents of some States about the abolltion of
capital pupishment for the crime of murder
had beiter turn their attention to the great fleld
of Delaware, where men are not only killed for
w lesa erime than murder, but also those not
actually gulity of the commission of the deed,

but only accessory thereto, meet with a like
severe punishment.

OBITUARY,

Dr. David Livingwtone,

Again we have news of the death of the celebra
Dr. Livingatone, who, It {8 annoanced with appar -at
anthority, has been burned as o wizard by o chlel u
the interior of Africa, It may be thal the repore 1s
faise, but & sketoh of hia life will be read with in‘e-
rest, This distinguished traveller and missionary
was born at Blantyre Works, near Glasgow, In 1415,
Ilis father was employed In the cotton mills at that
place, and David was placed atthe same trad) ac
the age of ten. During the period of about ten
years which he spent at the cotton factory, he
pursued in the intervals of dally labor an ex-
tended course of self-lustraction, and  acguired
A knowledge of Latin and Greek, sud of various
branches of sclence. He conceived the idea of going
to Ching a8 0 medical migslonary, with which object
he attended lectores on medlcine and divinlty o the
University of Glasgow. In 15840, he emburked for
Cape Town, from thence proceeded to the laterior
of Africa, where he founded missionary stations and
labored &t his calling. In Juue, 1548, Dr.
Livingstone, in company with two Engligh

cntivmen, started on his first explor-
pg expedition, und on August 1 reached
Lake Ngami over the Bakalibari desert, which had
for a long time E’msemud insuperabie ohstacles Lo
persons approachiog In that divection, He and his
companions were the Urst Europeans who visited
this lake. While at Port Natal he became acqualnted
with his countryman, the Rev, Robert Motat, one of
the most active of the African missionaries, and
eventuslly married his dsughtee, who shared in

gsome of Nhis most perilous Jjourneys, For
Blxteen years—namely, from 1540 tiil hiz return
to England at the close of 1856 — he
labored

‘persm-urmgu- w8 one of the agents of the
Loudon Missionary Soclety at Kuruman, Mahodson,
aud other stations In South Africa, Daring that
time he made several expeditions Into the latarior,
and twice crossed the entire continent, a iittle sputh
of the Tropic of Capricorn, from the shores of the
Indlan Ocean to those of the Atlantle, The most
important of these jJourneys was entered on in
Jauuary, 1608, aud in May he reached Linyauti, the
principil town of the powerful Makole tribe, where
he was enthusiasticully recelved by the chilef,
Sekeltu, and the cutre population, Departing
thence 10 November he proceeded utn the Lecambye
river, and its afinent, the Ceeba, to Lake Diolo, and
thence, with considerable dificaity and peril, across
the Congo river lo Angols, at the capital of which
country, Loando, on the western const of Africa, he
arrlved May b1, 16854, nud was kindly recelved by the
Portuguese nuthorities stationed there, He left
that place in the ensning September, réeached Lin-
yant| (o September, 1855, and thence proceeded down
the LeCambje and Zumbesl rivery, which he found
to be fdentical to Quilimane on the Indian
Ocean, reaching that place May 20, 1886, He
had thns within a period of about three years
explored a portion of the Afilcan continent never
previously aescribed by Kuropeans, and traveled
robably upwards of 2000 willes, From Quilimane
e(rruwecm’l to England, where his wite and family
had preceded him four years Lefure, and he arrived
there December 12, 1866, Owing to his long absence
from England, and his constant intercourse with the
savage tribes, his mother tongue hivl beeome so un-
familiar to him that at pablic meotings glven in his
honor he found diflculty 1n expressing hiwsell with
fluency. In 1887 appeared his “Missionary Uravels
and Itegearches in South Africa,” nod the next year
he salled for Qulilmane, where he had been ap-
pointed Consui, and subsequently departed on a
pew exploring expedition up the Zambesl river
with a £m¥ of sclentific men. His explorations
up to the close of December, 1861, wers malnly
devoted to the locality of Lake Nyassa. He
agcended this lake for two hundred miles, and gayve
inleresting detalls of its shape, extent, and of the
rivers flowing Into It. He also exerted himsell, at
conpsiderable peril, to cause w tribe to abandon slave-
hunting. Having received a ateamer in parts from
England, in the spring of 1862, he hal it transported
beyond the cataracts, put together, lannched upon
the river, and in this he aguin ascended the lake,
and was involved (n some of the native wara, In
1864 he returned to England, and gave detalled ac-
counts of his travels, and Jdeseribed the climate and
topography of the region on the west shore of jLake
Nyassa. DLr Livingatone departed sgain late in the
ear 1806, with o slmple u.-i;ulpmautl' furnished
olntly by the Britsh iovernment
and the Royal Geographical Boclety
in the hope of ascending nearer to the equator, an
exploring the Albert and Victorla Nyauza, and as.
certaining definitely thelr relations to each other, to
Lake Tanganylka, and to the source of the Nile. 1In
November, 1568, letlers were recelved from him bear-
ing varions dates, between September and December
of the previous year. In these cheerful letters he
psked for stores and medicloes, which were sent to
him at Ujijl. He expressed no apprehension of per-
gonal danger in any of these communications, His
movements remalned for long periods very unoer-
tiln, but an expendition which had been sent out in
gerreh of him, returned in Janoary, 1865, with most
satisfactory accounts of his safety.

Last year a communication was recelved from him
by Lord Clarendon, dated froon near Lake Bang-
weolo, Bouth Centrul Africa, July, 15888, in which he
sald that from what e had seen, bogethier with what
he had learned from intelligent oatives, he thought
he might sufely assert that the chlef sources of the
Mile arise between 10 degrees and 12 degrees sonth
latitudy, or nearly in the position assigned to them
by Ptolemy, whose river Rhapta s probusbly the Mo-
vuings. The receipt of this letter sreemed to dispel
all anxieties for hissafety, and s return to Bogland
at an early day wug expected. In “Travels in the
Interior Of Africa,” by James Chapman, published
lust year, however, the followlng reference is made
to Dr. Livingstone's labors, and & clue {8 given to
the causes which have led to his death st the hands
of some savage tribe . —

Polittenl Corrnption In Lonlsinnn.

New OrLeaxss, Feb, 3.—The committee ap-
pointed by the citizens' meeting on Monday
night, waited on Governor Warmonth yesterday
afterncon and presented the resolutions adopted
at the meeting.

The Governor in replying stated that he hind
vetoed a great many bills making subsidles and
grants to Individuals and companies, which in a
foew Instances have been passed over the veto;
that there were many in the Legislature ignorant
of the manipulations of the lobbyists; men who
had been recently enfranchised. They have to
be taught and instructed.

The Governor went on at length making dis-
closures as to how various measures were en-
gineered through the Leglslature by these same
grood citizens, to sign one of which he had been
offered fifty thousand dollars by one party, and
in addition Mayor Conway, of this eity, had of-
fered him any consideration to sign it, The bill
wns vetoed. The bill here referred to was the
five million gold bond bill for redeeming the city
money. He was also offered $50,000 to sign
the Nicolson pavement bill, which he vetoed.
In the course of nis remarks the Governor stated
that Auditor Wickliiffe had robbed the Btate of
half a million dollars,
